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FCC HIGHLIGHTS 
By Jack Kelleher, W4ZC 


To be or not to be, Morse is the question 


A lack of FCC news this month gives us the space to report on other items which might 
impact the Amateur Radio Service, and regulations pertaining thereto, particularly as to the 
ongoing dialogue for and against Morse code requirements. 


International considerations 


An article in the W5SYI Report of August 15th under the title The Future of Amateur and 
Commercial Radiotelegraphy begins with the statement: With the phasing out of radiotelegra- 
phy on the high seas, can amateur radio be far behind? 


The impetus for such a statement is the development and implementation of the Global 
Maritime Distress and Safety System (GMDSS). All ships constructed after February 1, 1995 
must comply with all GMDSS equipment and personnel requirements. Older vessels have until 
_ February 1, 1999 to conform. This and other related decisions by the International Maritime 
Organization (IMO) are interpreted to signal the end of the Morse code era at sea, and by 
inference diminish the importance of the ITU regulations requiring amateurs to be proficient in 
Morse code. (The current Radio Regulations of the International Telecommunication Union 
require that amateur radio operators be proficient in Morse code when their operations take 
place in the medium andhigh frequency bands (0.3 to 30.0 MHz). 


Under the heading The Impact of GMDSS on amateur radio , The WSYI article says in 
part: Now that manval telegraphy is being phased out in the commercial radio sector the 
question is, should Morse code knowledge remain a requirement for amateur radio? Many 
amateurs (and professionals) do not think so. (We hasten to add that not all amateurs agree, 
including this writer. Despite technological advances, Morse code is still superior in terms of 
- minimum bandwidth, simplicity of equipment, and minimum signal-to-noise ratio required for 
intelligible communication [We realize, of course, that schemes such as spread spectrum allow 
communications with negative signal-to-noise ratios]). 


The WSYI article outlines the activities of a New Zealand amateur group which is already 
spearheading a major effort to amend the international Radio Regulations. Thegroup is _pro- 
posing modification of Radio Regulation #2735, part of Article 32 of the ITU Radio Regula- 
tions which addresses the Amateur and Amateur Satellite Service. (Incidentally, the proposal is 
not being made by New Zealand as a member of the ITU, but by a private corporation, ORACLE, 
The Organization Requesting Alternatives By Code-Less Examinations, Inc.). 


Radio Regulation 2735 currently reads Any person seeking a license to operate the appara- 
tus of an amateur station shallprove that he is able to send correctly by hand and to receive 
correctly by ear texts in Morse code signals. The administrations concerned may, however, 
waive this requirement in the case of stations making use exclusively of frequencies above 30 
MHz.

ORACLE wants the wording changed to read Administrations may take such measures as 
they judge necessary to verify the proficiency in the use of Morse code of any person wishing to 
operate thé apparatus of an amateur station. The key word is may rather than shall. 


ORACLE believes that amateur radio uses a wide range of communications modes, and that 
it is illogical to focus on just one of them. Their by-laws read in part: 


Choice of mode of transmission in the amateur service is basically interest driven. Indi- 
vidual operators are the deciding parties rather than any regulatory direction. Actual use of 
Morse code as a percentage of amateur radio contacts is generally decreasing with time, as 
interests diversify. SSB voice operation, using English language, is now the most common mode 
for international amateur communication. These factors suggest that there is no need to have 
mode-specific qualification requirements when so many modes are available. 


The next two World Radiocommunication Conferences (WRCs) are scheduled for 1995 
and 1997. ORACLE s plan is to present arguments for abolishing the mandatory Amateur 
Service proficiency requirement to the VGE (Voluntary Group of Experts). (The VGE is not 


part of any delegation, but an ITU advisory committee with no power to make decisions. The. 


ORACLE proposal could be offered as a simplification of the RR s; which is a known key topic 
for both WRC-95 and WRC-97). 


Morse and the IARU 


The following is a summary of a statement, by Richard L. Baldwin, President of IARU, 
which appeared in Morsum Magnificat No. 34, June 1994. This Pro-Morse publication is 
edited by Geoff Arnold, G3GSR. in England. 


There are some groups of radio amateurs who from time to time query the necessity for the 
mandatory Morse code requirement in ITU RR #2735. On the other hand many radio ama- 
teurs, societies and even regions continue to support this provision. As part of an ongoing 
review of the Amateur Service, the Administrative Council of the International Amateur Radio 
Union (IARU AC) has established a CW Ad Hoc Committee to produce a report for consider- 
ation by the IARU AC at its meeting in Singapore in September 1994. 


The Committee comprises Fred Johnson. ZL2AMJ, a Director of IARU Region 3 as Chair- 
man, Dr. John Attaway, G3FKM, Secretary IARURegion 1, and David Sumner, K1ZZ, from the 
IARU International Secretariat and the American Radio Relay League as members. It is ex- 
pected that after consideration by the IARU AC, the Report of the Committee may be made 
available to the IARU Regional organizations for further study and comment. 


Restricted Permit? 


The St. Paul MN Field Operations Bureau office of the FCC received a call from a very 
angry young man who claimed that his FCC radio license did not give him enough authority. He 
filed the FCC application, paid the fee, and now had a license that was useless. When ques-

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tioned further, he indicated that he had a high-power stereo system in his car, and he enjoyed 
playing the unit at audio levels that would crack the bones of nearby pedestrians. After the first 
time police had charged him with disturbing the peace, he obtained the FCC license so he could 
play his high powered stereo. Unfortunately the police didn t see it his way. They were unim- 
pressed with the FCC license, and again charged him with disturbing the peace as he went about 
bone cracking . Tnx WSYI. 


Proposed reallocation of 2.4 GHz subbands, or, things are (almost) 
never as bad as they seem. 


Apropos of several previous items on this subject, a recent report from the FCC to the 
Commerce Department strongly supports continued amateur radio presence in the 13 cm band. 
The report disagrees with NTIA s preliminary recommendations that specific segments of the 
band, which the Amateur Service shares on a secondary basis, be reallocated from Government 
to non-Government use. While the FCC praised NTIA for its efforts, it also stated that the 
NTIA proposals require modification in order to not impede the growing operations by ama- 
teurs in that portion of the spectrum. 


The FCC specifically cited concerns in the amateur radio public that reallocations would 
disrupt operations in the band, and that NTIA failed to meet the statutory requirement that it 
attempt to determine the extent to which the band could be shared with the Amateur Service. 
The report noted that the largest factor affecting the future use of these bands is their existing 
availability for use by the Amateur Service . 


Spectrum auctions - what can we amateurs expect? 


A commentary in the August 3rd edition of the Washington Post, entitled When there is no 
such thing as a Free License discusses the recent first-ever auction of frequencies by the FCC, 
which netted the Government more than half a billion dollars. Is this a threat to frequencies 
‘now allocated to the Amateur Service and the Amateur Satellite Service? Maybe yes, maybe no, 

but the potential impact of this event should not be viewed lightly. 


One statement in the Post article is Ever since the late 1950s, economists have been arguing 
that it s insane for the FCC to hand out those licenses for free. Those licenses do not now 
include amateur licenses. Let s hope that it stays that way. But there are two sides to this coin. 
The other side is whether those now bidding large amounts of money for preferred frequencies 
will eventually look covetously at our bands. 


The frequency range from about 500 to 2500 MHz is the range most sought after by those 
vying for licenses to exploit new wireless services which are on the horizon. At the same time, 
proposed changes in the allocation status of bands such as 420 - 450 MHz, 902 - 928 MHz, and 
2300 - 2450 MHz (where the Amateur Service has secondary status) portend an increase in 
commercial operations in these bands. (note, in particular, the mandate from Congress to trans- 
fer frequencies from Government to non-Government use, the first result of which is a proposal 
involving parts of the 2300-2450 MHz band). A different and perhaps more difficult sharing

scenario is anticipated between amateurs and non-Government occupants in the range 2300- 
2310 and 2390-2450 MHz. This may place an additional burden on amateur operations in 
terms of non-interference with the primary occupants. And if the primary occupants have to 
pay to use their frequencies, you can be sure that interference from secondary users will cause a 
fuss . 


Given this new and intense monetary competition for frequencies, how do we amateurs 
minimize the possibility of loss? One line of defense is to adhere strictly to our non-commercial 
image, and scrupulously avoid providing services which can be construed, rightly or wrongly, as 
competition with communications for hire. The Amateur Service is defined, in Part 97 of the 
FCC Rules and Regulations, as A Radiocommunication Service for the purpose of self-training, 
intercommunication and technical investigations carried out by amateurs. that is, duly autho- 
rized persons interested in radio technique solely with a personal aim and without pecuniary 
interest We should go out of our way to maintain that posture.

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AMERICAN RADIO RELAY LEAGUE REPORT 
By John Swafford, W4HU 


This ARRL Report provides a brief summary of information published in the ARRL 
LETTER and other reports. The LETTER provides timely news of interest to active Radio 
Amateurs. Any League member may subscribe to the ARRL LETTER. 


D. C. Group Plans World Radio Event 


Amateurs in the Washington, DC, area have announced an ambitious plan to sponsor a 
World Radiosport Team Championship in July 1995. It would be patterned after the WRTC 
held in Seattle in 1990 in conjunction with the 1990 Goodwill Games. This time, instead of 
being a “stand-alone” radio event, “WRTC-95” would be held within the IARU HF Champion- 
ship contest held annually in July. 


The 1990 event provided a wealth of public relations for Amateur Radio and the 1995 
Championship stands to do likewise, especially in the nation’s capital. 


The Potomac Valley Radio Club (PVRC) will lead the organization of WRTC-95, and 
expects many other clubs and individuals in the Washington-Baltimore area to help. The PVRC 
is dedicating the event to Len Chertok W3GRF, who died in 1994 after a distinguished career as 
a contester as well as an Elmer. 


As in 1990, the competitors will be two-person teams. This time, both members ofa 
team must live in the same ITU zone. The administrators will accept applications from inter- 
ested competitors until December 31, 1994, and applications will be accepted both from indi- 
viduals and from “teams.” The administrators will then evaluate the applications and name a 
team for each ITU zone from which an application has been received. Operators will be respon- 
sible for their own travel and living expenses while in the Washington area. (The administrators 
plan to help competitors in locating appropriate local housing). 


In the same manner as WRTC-90, a number of local amateurs will open their stations to 
competitors; some 50 in the Washington area are anticipated to be needed. Selected teams and 
alternate operators shall be notified by the Administration in March or April 1995. The orga- 
nizers also hope to be able to accommodate alternate teams and additional zone teams in some 
manner. 


Each team will enter the multi-single mixed-mode class of the IARU contest and will 
follow the contest rules. The stations will be chosen to have similar equipment and antennas, as 
in Seattle. This time, a PacketCluster connection will be available at each WRTC QTH for full 
use, and computer logging will be required. Also as in Seattle, teams will be assigned stations at 
random, after their arrival in the DC area, and call signs shortly before the 24-hour contest 
begins. 


Co-chairmen for WRTC-95 are Eric L. Scace, K3NA, and Howard Leake, W6AXX. The 
administrative office is in care of Hayman Systems, 14700 Sweitzer Lane, Laurel, MD 20707- 
5905 (FAX: 301-470-1580).

Full House Next Step for ARRL’S Resolution. 


ARRL’s Joint Resolution (HJ Res. 199), incorporated into HR 4522, the The FCC Au- 
thorization Act, has passed the House Energy and Commerce Committee and now moves to the 
floor of the House. Congressional staffmembers indicate this may happen as early as August 15, 
prior to the August recess when House members return home for the annual “District Work 
Period,” according to ARRL Legislative and Public Affairs Manager Steve Mansfield, NIMZA. 


The Senate version, SJ Res. 90, still awaits markup by the Senate Communications Sub- 
committee and the full Senate Commerce Committee. 


HR 2623, also being promoted by the League, still awaits action at the committee level. 
The bill currently has 82 co-sponsors in the House. There is no Senate version. 


Foundation for Amateur Radio Awards Scholarships. 


The Maryland-based Foundation for Amateur Radio has announced the 1994 winners of 
the 50 college scholarships that it administers. The top, $2000 winner was Extra Class licensee 
Craig A. Gullickson, KC6CEX, 20, of Fresno, California. 


Awarded a $1200 scholarship was 17-year-old Stefnee Lindberg, NOONB, of Kansas City, 
Missouri, and Advanced class licensee. 


Twenty students received scholarships of $1000, the rest receiving from $500 to $750. 


These scholarships are open to all radio amateurs meeting the qualifications and resi- 
dence requirements of the various sponsors. The non-profit Foundation represents more than 
50 clubs in Maryland, Northern Virginia and the District of Columbia.

Marconi Widow Dies 


The widow of Guglielmo Marconi has died. The Marchesa M. Cristina Bezzi Scali died 
July 15, 1994, at age 94. 


The two were married in 1927. Marconi lived another 10 years, dying in 1937 at age 63. 


The couple had a daughter, Elettra, who was baptized by Cardinal Eugeni Pacelli, who 
would later become Pope Pius XII. Elettra’s godmother was Elena di Savoia, queen of Italy. 


According to Pat Ciancarini, IOKHP, Elettra will continue the family’s work in preparing 
for “1995, Year of Guglielmo Marconi,” the centennial celebration of Marconi’s first wireless 
telegraph.

The funeral was held July 18. Among those attending were several bishops from the Sover- 
eign Military Order of Malta. 


More Power to UK Hams; Packet Rules Revised. 


Power restrictions in Great Britain have been lifted on parts of the 1.8 and 50 MHz 
bands, according to the Radio Society of Great Britain, and antenna and effective radiated power 
(ERP) restrictions no longer apply on 50 MHz. 


Holders of the amateur Class A license may use 400 watts (W) output from 1.81 to 1.85 
MHz, removing the power restriction on 1.81 to 1.83 MHz. The power limit for 1.85 to 2.0 
MHz remains at 30 W. 


Holders of the full amateur Class A and B licenses may now run up to 400 W between 50 
and 51 MHz. The maximum permitted power between 51 and 52 MHz is still 100 watts. The 
ERP and antenna height restrictions have been removed from the whole of the 50 to 52 MHz 


band, allowing the use of any antenna, and maritime mobile operation is now permitted on 50 
MHz. 


In addition, all UK amateurs are now required to notify their local Radio Investigation 
Service office of unattended digital operation. The RSGB said this additional restriction was 
necessary following “a number of problems” with unattended operation. “The procedure is far 
less onerous than that required for a repeater or beacon on a hilltop site, and required only the 
agreeing of suitable emergency close-sown procedures,” the RSGB said. 


A few days after this initial bulletin, the RSGB said a number of packet operators were 
unsure of the implications of the new rules. “It is now necessary,” the Society said, “for anyone 
operating an unattended digital station to notify their local RIS office of that operation, and to 
inform them of how the station can be closed down in an emergency. This could include the 
telephone numbers of neighbours, or the whereabouts of an external mains switch. 


IARU Panel to Weigh Morse Code Requirement. 


The subject of the international Morse code requirement for amateur operation below 
30 MHz has been making the rounds again, particularly in Europe, fueled in part by coverage in 
an independent publication called Morsum Magnificat, edited by Geoff Arnold, G3GSR. 


The IARU has established an ad hoc committee on the Morse code, according to [ARU 
President Richard L. Baldwin, W1RU, who wrote the following: 


“In Article 32 of the Radio Regulations of the International Telecommunication Union 
appears Regulation 2735, which has a mandatory requirement for competency in Morse code 
operating to be shown before a radio amateur is permitted to operate on the HF bands -- the 
‘DX’ bands below 30 MHz.

“There are some groups of radio amateurs who from time to time query the necessity for 
this mandatory Morse code requirement. On the other hand, many radio amateurs -- indeed 
possibly complete societies and even whole regions -- continue to support the continuance of 
this provision. 


“As part of an ongoing review of the Amateur Service, the Administrative Council of the 
international Amateur Radio Union (IARU AC) has established a ‘CW Ad-Hoc Committee’ to 
produce a report for consideration by the IARU AC at its meeting in Singapore in September 
1994. 


“The Committee comprises: Fred Johnson, ZL2AMJ, a Director of IARU Region 3 as 
Chairman; Dr John Allaway, G3FKM, Secretary IARU Region 1; and David Sumner, K1ZZ, 
from the IARU International Secretariat and the American Radio Relay League, as members. 
The Committee is thus drawn from the three IARU Regions. 


“It is expected that after consideration by the IARU AC, the Report of the Committee 
may be made available to the IARU Regional organizations for further study and comment.” 


50-Year Fete for CQ 


CQ magazine will celebrate 50 years of publishing in 1995 with a special anniversary 
issue of the magazine, operating awards, and a “variety of off-air events and special opportuni- 
ties,” said Publisher Richard A. Ross, K2MGA. 


The January 1995 issue of CQ will have a special section devoted to the anniversary, with 
articles on the past half-century in Amateur Radio as well as “the real world,” and, of course, the 


history of CQ. 


Special awards for operating during 1995 will be announced in CQ. Coordinator of the 
50th anniversary project is Rich Moseson, NW2L.

UR SIGS 20 OVER: OVER WHAT? 


Since ham radio began there has been an interest in knowing “how is my signal strength?” 
The RST system was devised early on in the days of CW only to provide a report on the received 
signal’s Readability, Strength, and Tone. S9 is defined as an extremely strong signal while $1 is 
faint and barely perceptable. The range is perceived by the ear of the receiving operator. 


One of the first bells and whistles added to a communications receiver (as opposed to a 
radio) was the “S” meter. This addition provided a visual relative indication of signal strength 
with numbers. The word relative is important because as the ARRL Handbook states “no two 
receivers render the same S meter reading of the same signal unless by coincidence. Each re- 
ceiver manufacturer sets their own level for $9. Attempts to standardize antenna microvolt input 
for specified audio output have been proposed but never caught on. So what then about signals 
beyond S9 the extremely strong level? These are indicated on the S meter as dB (decibels) “over” 
S9. 


The Bel is a unit expressing the ratio of two power levels using a logarithmic scale. One 
' power level is defined, usually arbitrarily, as the reference level. It originated to describe sound 
power and is named for Alexander Graham Bell of telephone fame. The Bel is a rather large unit 
so in communications work, the decibel (one tenth af a Bel) is more common. A GB is taken to be 
the minimum change in loudness that can be perceived by the average person under under ideal 
conditions. The dB is calculated as equal to 10log P1/P2. The logarithmic scale is used as the 
basis for other intensity ratios such as the Richter Scale for earthquakes and the comparison of 
the brightness of stars. When the dB is used to compare voltage or current the calculation is 
20log A1/A2. By doubling the power with respect to the reference the increase is 3dB. If the 
power is increased by a factor of ten the dB is 10, and an increase of power by one hundred is a 
20dB increase. Thirty dB is a factor of one thousand. So the day you give a report of UR SIGS 30 
dB OVER thats a thousand times $9 which itself means “an extremely strong” signal. 


If you tune in a signal and observe the S$ meter reading and then switch in a narrow band 
filter, the meter value will drop dramatically. Which report does the station get for signal strength 
since the input from the antenna (the received power) has not changed but the measured power 
ratio has? Just keep in mind that an S meter signal strength.reading is a relative affair. It might be 
valid to compare two signals or any changes in one signal provided you leave the receiver con- 
trols alone between the two measurements. 


As long as we are on the subject of dB. In recent years there has been a hassle over rating 
antenna gains in dB. It can depend agreat deal on the reference. Gain over an isotropic radiator 
will be somewhat more than over a dipole due to the change in reference. The trade is adopting 
the practice of indicating the reference level. For power, dbW references one watt whereas dBm 
references a milliwatt. A dBi is an isotropic radiator which is little more than a point source of 
radiation with no dimensions while a dBd references a dipole that has a 3 dB gain over an 
isotropic radiator.

DXAC VOTES ON THREE IMPORTANT ISSUES 


The DXAC (DX Advisory Committee) has voted 8 to 7 to reject a proposed revision to Section J. 10 of 
the DXCC Rules to reinforce rules against the unethical action of making a contact for DXCC purposes with 
a call sign other than that issued to the operator. The majority felt that this could adversely affect club and 
other Multi-operator stations including DXpeditions. The minority felt that this rule change was necessary to 
prevent observed abuses. 


The DXAC rejected (by a 14 to 1 vote) a petition for DXCC country status for the—Turkish Republic of 
North Cyprus (TRNC). DXAC members stated that the TRNC did not meet DXCC Criteria Point 1, Gov- 


ernment. 


The DXAC voted 11 to 4 to set a minimum size for new DXCC countries. The DXAC recommendation 
says, A DXCC country shall be a natural land mass of a size adequate to support a reasonable Amateur Radio 
operation. In the case of islands, the surface shall be dry at all times during high tide and the physical charac- 
teristics may not be changed or modified. This includes the use of man—made operating structures. Each 
case will be judged on its own merits. Implicit in the recommendation is that operation from an island must 
take place from the surface of that island. The minimum-size recommendation now goes to the Awards 
Committee for action.

Troop 956 of Sterling, VA Will Operate 
K2BSA/4 During 37th Annual Jamboree-on the Air 
at Blue Ridge Camporee, Oct. 15-16 


Every year in October, Scouts around the worid participate in one of the largest Amateur radio 
events involving young people—“Jamboree-On-The-Air” (JOTA). This coming October 15-16th, 
600 to 1,000 Boy Scouts will gather at a campsite near Leesburg for a Blue Ridge area 
“Camporee”’ that will feature several Amateur Radio stations operating as K2BSA/4 during 
JOTA. This promises to be an exciting, one-of-a-kind event because the K2BSA/4 call sign is 
sure to draw a crowd on the bands. 


Troop 956 of the Boy Scouts, working with hams from the Sterling Park Amateur Radio Club 
will be placing emphasis on getting as many scouts “‘on-the-air” as possible. The site on a farm 
near Leesburg will enable the station to erect antennas 80 feet high on a grain elevator so a good 
signal is anticipated. 


For many of the boys, this will be their first contact not only with Amateur Radio, but also many 
will be making their first contact with Scouts from countries around the world. Generally, the 
exchanges include typical information: name, location (QTH), Scout rank, hobbies, etc. This is 
not a contest and no reports in the form of logs are necessary. Special QSL cards for this event 
will be available. QSL information will be given on-the-air. 


JOTA is from Saturday, October 15, 1994 at 0001 hours local time, to Sunday, October 16, at 
2359 hours local time, though some activity flops over from Friday to Monday to take advan- 
tage of long-distance contacts. K2BSA/4 will operate 2 to 3 stations on SSB and concentrate 
their activity on the 80-, 40- and 20- meter bands as well as a packet station on 2-meters.

SOME PACKET RADIO TID BITS 


With the ever growing interest in PACKET RADIO it seemed appropriate to bring attention 
to some very nice packet facilities available to all of us here in the area. 


Figure 1. is a graphic representation of the “STP” node stack . The system, which has been 
around in one form or another since 1987 is owned and operated by Royce Crocker (W3CSG). 
The system currently operates from high atop North Mountain just west of Winchester, Va. at 
Rick Choy’s transmitter site with an elevation of 2600 feet. The site elevation and the multiple 
frequency links assures reliable operations and broad coverage. 


Referring to Fig. 1 again, the principal user port on the system is “STP” on 145.01 Mhz. 
Once connected to the stack via “STP” the possibilities are almost unlimited. While it is possible 
to gain access at any of the radio ports you are encouraged to use the “STP” port. You will see 
why later. Another neat feature of the node stack is “STPCON” for conferencing. If you and 
several friends connect to “STPCON” via “STP” you can carry on a keyboard roundtable QSO. 


The stand alone node “STP5” was a dedicated node to allow low power packet stations in 
the upper Shenandoah Valley to have direct keyboard access to the NWS in Sterling, Va. in 
support of the SKYWARN spotter program. After the emphasis at the NWS shifted from receiv- 
ing packet reports from spotters in the valley to sending packet reports to spotters in the valley 
, the node was re-dedicated to “SEDAN” . “SEDAN” is a system dedicated exclusively to Key- 
board” ONLY” EMERGENCY operations. I understand that the Fork Mountain node, FMNET 
has also been redirected to “SEDAN” use. More on “SEDAN” in a later issue. 


Figure. 2 is a graphic representation of the WB4D BBS near Front Royal, Virginia owned 
and operated by Les Kerper, WB4D. It is important to point out here that one of the principal 
objectives of Royce’s node stack is the support of this BBS. A BBS without good forwarding 
systems leaves a lot to be desired. So you can see that the WB4D BBS is also a part of a well 
balanced system. The principal user port on WB4D is his port “A” on 145.05 Mhz. The two 440 
links are used principally for support by the “STP” system. The BBS is easily accessible through 
STP, STP3, WB4D from about anyplace within the area. The STP system works well into, Pa, 
Md, Va, Wv, and the Washington area. 


New Packet Radio operators are encouraged to save these graphics and to explore these 
systems.

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Pete, WA3UMY, gave us a rundown of the 
DCA Node Stack status. An inventory was done 
and photos taken of the equipment at the site. 
The operational status of the various Nodes was 
checked and noted. Where possible, very basic 
maintenance was done. Items needing further 
maintenance will be addressed at a future visit 
to the site (which should have been done. by 
the time you read this). 


Tom, WA3TAI, moderated a discussion of 
the Network. 


1. Current Status: Generally much of the 
network is in order and messages were flowing 
in a timely basis.

A.) DMARC recognizes the need for par- 
ticipation from members living in Virginia. Sug- 
gestion was made to have the next Quarterly 
meeting in Virginia (October). 
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B.) Suggestion made that DMARC actions 
consider all facets of Packet Radio, including

Hersh “Dan” Miller - W3SWD, Hersh “Dan” Miller became a silent key on Tuesday, Sept. 
6, 1994 at age 79. Dan had been ill for quite some time and took a fall in his home and had to 
be taken to the hospital and never regained consciousness. 


Dan had been giving to Amateur Radio for most of his 50 plus years as a ham. He obtained 
his first license while serving in the Korean war and in the mid ’50s he helped establish an 
Amateur station at the Anacostia Naval Air Station. While in Foreign Service for the Department 
of State, he was DX from Korea, Libya and Laos. While in Libya, he was a member of the Air 
Force MARS traffic system. Dan was also a founding and prominent member of the Department 
of State Amateur Radio Club (W3DOS) and a longtime member of the Prince George’s Wireless 
Association. 


Dan was picked as the first RA.R. “Ham Of The Month” in December 1989. It was Dan 
who designed the original official F.A.R. logo pins and was responsible for procurement and sale 
of the pins.

Over all of his years as an Amateur, Hersh “Dan” Miller was a true “ambassador” for all of 
us in the Amateur service.
